By this Amendment in this RCE filing, claim 13 has been further 
amended to replace the term "corresponding to" with "which isT. It is submitted that 
the substitute language cannot be considered indefinite and that claims 13 to 15 are 
now in an allowable form along with claim 12.

112, first paragraph, is requested having regard to the submission made in the 
Amendment after Final submitted May 13. 2002.
